Ing just as it goes to the table.

Sauted Lima Beans.—Sonk dried
Hma beans In cold water to cover un-
til soft, draln them and dry between
soft cloth, after cooking in bolling wa-
ter until tender. Then cook in a hot
frying pan with a little butter until
well browned; sprinkle with chopped
parsley nnd serve piping hot.

West Chester Salad.—Use one-hulf
2 grupeefrult. one ornnge, one cupful
of pineapple. one apple, one cupful of
white grapes and a half cupful of ten-
der celery. Cut all In uniform pleces,
the grapes In half and remove the
seeds. Make a French dressing of o
fourth of a cupful of oll, the julce of
a lemon (not more than two table-
spoonfuls) ; one teaspoonful each of sg-
gar and salt and o half tenspoonful of
paprika. Add this to the frults and
let stand agn hour to marinate. Draln
and arrange on lettuce lenves with o
half cupful of bolled or steamed rais-
ins and mayonnaise dressing.

Moravian Sugar Bread.—When mnk-
ing bread tanke out a plece, roll thin
and lay In a ple tin. When risen make
holes with the finger and fill with but-
ter and brown sugar, then dust ecin-
pnaomon over the loaf and bake. Cof-
fee-cake dough may be treated In this
manner .

'BEES WINTER IN SNOW

| Chaff House of Some Kind Is

| Nothing Better in Line of Mives When

If you have never |

Strongly Recommended,

Usad in Connection With Sawdust
Cushions Over the Top of the

If the beekeoper tries to winter bees
m the summer stands, In any form of
a hive or other than a chaft or double
walled hive, It is my opinion that he
will lose more o the value of bees
than the extra expense he would be at
in making chaff hives of some kind.

I think that some sort of hive that
could be used for summer advantage
ghould be used. This thing of having
outside winter cases lo set over the
hives is decidedly a disadvantage In
ARy Ways

When winter Is over they cannot be
used about the apinry during the sum-
mer to any advantage whatever, bt
the beekeeper must have a house or
gome other place provided for them
to keep them from the weather, or they
will be warped and weather-beaten
and will lnst but a few years.

Hence, the construction of a sum-
mer and winter chaff hive certainly
overcomes muny of these objections.

After years of experience with chaff
hives used In connection with sawdust
cushions over the top of the brood-
chamber, I have become convinced that
there I8 nothing better along the line
of hives, for wintering bees on the
summer stands than this,

Winter on Summer Stands.

I. winter my bees oo the summer
stands with very little logs, They have
plenty of good stores—plenty of younyg
bees, and properly packed. I believe
In late brood rearing, so that the
hives will be full of young bees at the
beginning of the winter., At least this
ig my plan, and my bees winter nicely,

With too small an entrance In a
damp climate, you will be gure to have
maoldy combs, and more than the proper

araount of dead bees. The trouble be-
comes pggravated In the course of the
winter by the clogging of the entrance
with dead bees,

During heavy storms in winter it fre-
quently happens that hives are entires
ly buried in snow, While the snow
Is lght und porous, air will penetrate
it and reach the entrances of the hives,
but should the snow become erusty or
ice form at the entrance the bees
would be in danger of suffocation,

It 1s well to have all hives facing
southward, so the sun can shine on the
eintrance of the hives and keep them
free from lce,

After a heavy fall of snow we al-
ways sweep ln front of the hives, leav-
Ing the snow banked around the other
throe gldes, aa it will do no harm there,
but will help keep off prevalling winds,

AVERAGE COST OF PLOWING

Eatimated that It Requires Approxi-
mately Ten Horse-Power Hours
to Turmn Acre of Land.

It has been estimated that It re
quires approximately ten horse-powe
hours to turn an acre of land, Wheo
the team goes at a good speed one
plow will turn about {wo acres in ten
hours,  This will require that the
horses travel 178 feet per minute and
exert a continuous pull of 370 pounds
or 187.56 pounds per horge.

According to statisties compiled by
the government horse labor cost 12%
cents per hour. At this rate ten hours
work will cost $1.25, which may be
sald to be the average horse cost of
plowing an acre,

The cost of plowing an acre with &
tructor depends uwpon muany factors
Une must consider the size of the
tructor, fuel used, condition of the
ground, etc. One exnmple 18 given of
an 816 tractor burning from 156 to 2C
gallons of low grade kerosene per day
of ten hours, one gallon of lubricating

Two 14-inch plows, traveling 20 miles
a day, plowed 5.6 ncres at a cost of
40 cents an acre,
